Washinifton, Feb. 21.—Congressman 
Hamilton appeared before the house 
committee on Indian affairs yesterday 
in support of his bill to settle the claims 
of the Pottawatomie Indians to certain 
islands and lands about the border of 
L a k e Michigan. 
Its importance lies 
in the fact th a t many of the lands to 
which the Indians claim title are very 
valuable, included among them being 
some of Chicago’s lake front, over 
which litigation is now pending in the 
United States supreme court. 


T h e Indians claim that in the treaty 
ceding their lands to the government 
the survey lines about the lake did not 
follow the natural sinuosities of the 
shore, but were specifically described 
as running from one certain point to 
another, thus in certain cases reserv­ 
ing some islands and some parts of the 
shore to the Indiuuti for hunting, iibh- 
ing and other purposes recognized in 
the treaty. 
They now want to hunt on 
th e Chicago lake front. 


They claim the statute of limitations 
does not run against them, as they are 
the n a t'o n ’^ ward^ and add thal any 
nar'ifitl accretions to tlic shores of the 
lakf .I'ljacont to lands not ceded by 
treaty are iheirri. no matter by whom 
now claimed. 
If the pending 
bill 
passes and the Indian claims are found 
to hold good lands in certain spots all 
abtjut Lake Michigan and possibly also 
Munitou and 
other 
valuable 
Lake 
Michigan inlands will be found in­ 
volved. 
In th at case the usual pro­ 
cedure will doubtless be followed of the 
general government settling with the 
Indians and the government thus ac­ 
quiring perfect title will deal with 
those occupying the lands as squatters. 


T he Illinois Central railroad and the 
state of Illinois are now disputing in 
the courts over the Chicago lake front. 
If the Indian claims hold good the Illi­ 
nois Central will have the 
L’nited 
S^Htes to face instead of Illinois, and it 
may make considerable difference in 
th e ultimate result. 
T he lands held by 
the railroad are worth several million 
•dollars.
